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COIN FACTS 
Indian $2.5 Gold 





Q. David Bowers (derived from the PCGS Coin Guide): In 1908 the quarter 
eagle motif was changed to feature the portrait of an American Indian, said 
to have been the first real native American ever shown on a coin. Earlier 
representations, including the Indian cent, were stylistic and did not 
represent actual people. Indeed, the Indian cent (minted 1859-1909) 
represented a woman in a war bonnet, a situation inconsistent with 
ethnology. Boston sculptor Bela Lyon Pratt, a student of Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens, was given the task of redesigning the quarter eagle and half 
eagle, to complete the work of Saint-Gaudens, who had died of cancer the 
year before. 


The same Indian design was used for the half eagle as well. The new Indian 
quarter eagle and half eagle of 1908 represented an innovation in American 
coinage. The designs were incuse or inset in the surface, with the field of 
the coin, normally the lowest part, being in the present instance the highest 
part. Incuse coins had been made in ancient times, but never before in 
circulating United States issues. Curiously and inconsistently, Indian 
quarter eagles and half eagles struck at Denver and San Francisco (half 
eagles, but not quarter eagles, were struck at New Orleans as well), with 
mintmarks, bore the mintmark raised on the coin - extending above the 
field. Apparently it was too much trouble to have the mintmark incuse. 
This is probably just as well, for one can imagine a proliferation of phony 
mintmarks made for collectors, by punching D and S letters into the fields 
of Philadelphia Mint coins! 


Indian quarter eagles were produced intermittently from 1908 through 
1929. Some 15 different varieties were coined, the scarcest of which by far 
is the 1911-D, of which just 55,680 were minted, the only issue to be 
produced in a quantity of fewer than several hundred thousand pieces. 
Really choice Uncirculated Indian quarter eagles are hard to find, 
particularly among the earlier dates, for the nature of the design was such 
that even a small amount of handling tended to emphasize nicks and marks 
on the surface

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Few men are so prominent that people routinely refer to them - and 
recognize them instantly - by their initials. Even among United States 
presidents, the list has been exceedingly small: FDR ... JFK ... LBJ ... and 
one or two others that are somewhat less familiar in shorthand versions. 

In the coin collecting hobby, one set of initials is far more familiar - and 
readily recognizable - than all others. The initials are "VDB" and they 
stand for the name of Victor David Brenner, the artist who designed the 
Lincoln cent. 

What makes these initials famous is the fact that they appear on the 
rarest of all the Lincolns (excluding such mint errors as the 1922 "Plain" 
and the 1955 and 1972 doubled dies). Indeed, it was these initials that 
MADE the coin rare in the first place. 

The coin, of course, is the 1909-S VDB Lincoln cent. 

The very first Lincoln cents carried Brenner's initials in large, 
conspicuous letters at the base of the reverse. But outcry arose almost at 
once that this outsized "signature" was not only disproportionately large 
but also inappropriate simply as a matter of principle. 

Under public pressure, the U.S. Mint removed the offending letters soon 
after the start of production - after a mere 484,000 pieces had been struck 
with the initials at the San Francisco Mint. The "S-VDB" has been a 
highly sought after rarity ever since. 

In 1999, the hobby will observe the 90th anniversary of this venerable 
and perennially popular coin. And it's interesting to note that while the 
coin has given lasting fame to Victor D. Brenner, his name, in turn, has 
enhanced the appeal of other numismatic collectibles, as well. 

This was dramatized a decade ago when a group of Brenner medals, 
plaquettes and related materials came up for sale at a New York City 
auction conducted by Bowers and Merena Galleries. They attracted strong 
interest and drew impressive prices. 

"Items designed by Brenner are quite popular with collectors,” said 
well-known numismatic cataloger and scholar Michael J. Hodder, then 
director of research for the Wolfeboro, N.H., company. 

"A medal by Brenner," he said, "will bring perhaps 30 percent more than 
a medal by someone else without a coinage connection - just because 
Brenner designed the Lincoln cent. If the piece has a Lincoln motif, the 
price goes up another 40 percent. And if his name appears prominently on 
the medal or plaquette, then you have a REALLY salable piece." 
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The Brenner material in that auction came from the collection of the late 
Glenn S. Smedley, a prominent numismatist who served for many 

years on the board of governors of the American Numismatic Association. 
Smedley greatly admired Brenner's work, and over the years he not only 
formed an important collection of items designed by the artist, but also 
wrote extensively on the subject. 

In a booklet entitled "The Works of Victor David Brenner," Smedley 
pointed out that the man who designed the all-American Lincoln cent was 
not an American by birth. 

Brenner was born of Jewish parents on June 12, 1871, in Shavli, 
Lithuania, a small town near the Baltic Sea. His father, a metal worker, was 
skilled at carving and engraving - and young Victor demonstrated similar 
gifts at an early age. 

While still in his teens, he left for America, arriving almost penniless in 
New York City in 1890. But he soon found a job as an engraver, and during 
the years that followed he sharpened his talent by attending evening classes 
at Cooper Union. In 1898, he went to Paris, where he spent three years 
studying under such leading French medalists as Alexandre Charpentier 
and Louis Oscar Roty. 

Brenner produced a number of impressive medals during the first decade 
of the 1900s, and his reputation was growing as the end of the decade 
approached - and with it the observance, in 1909, of the 100th anniversary 
of Abraham Lincoln's birth. 

In the year or two preceding the observance, Brenner prepared appealing 
portraits of Lincoln for special centennial medals and plaquettes. Then, in 
the summer of 1908, fate brought him in contact with President Theodore 
Roosevelt. 

The president was posing for a Panama Canal service medal being 
designed by Brenner, and the artist suggested the notion of a coin honoring 
Lincoln. Roosevelt invited him to furnish proposed designs - and within a 
matter of months, the idea became a reality. 

The Lincoln cent has long been regarded as the single most popular coin 
with basic collectors - the coin that most collectors cut their teeth on, so to 
speak. It's less well known, however, that a parallel market exists for other 
works of art by Victor Brenner. 

"Obviously, the clientele is far smaller and far more select," Hodder 
said at the time of the Smedley sale in September 1988. "But the people 
who collect Brenner artworks are very enthusiastic. 

"Brenner items are always very popular. There's no comparison with 
Norweb-quality coins, for example, in terms of prices realized. But the 
pieces are very colorful, they're very attractive, they have a good, strong 
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following - and the prices seem to get better every year." 

At the 1988 auction, prices were particularly strong for a group of large 
bronze pieces bearing Lincoln portraits - portraits strikingly similar to the 
one used by Brenner on the cent. A bidder paid $660, for example, for an 
uncirculated Lincoln medal 63 millimeters in diameter - more than twice 
the size ofa U.S. half dollar. Two uniface rectangular plaquettes measuring 
89 by 67 millimeters, sold as a single lot, brought $550. 

Such prices, to be sure, are very small potatoes compared to the current 
cost of many coins. In the medal market, though, they were - and still are 
- worthy of note. 

"So much of medaliic Americana is really unexplored by the mainstream 
collector," Hodder observed. "And I think it's largely a matter of ignorance 
- including widespread ignorance of just how much these things are really 
worth." 

In Hodder's view, anyone who collects Lincoln cents ought to have 
"medallic art by Brenner, as well, and it ought to be in large, module size." 

While Brenner is best remembered for his works portraying Lincoln, he 
fashioned numerous medals and plaquettes on other subjects, too. Those in 
the 1988 sale, for example, included attractive pieces depicting such 
important historical figures as Amerigo Vespucci, the Italian explorer after 
whom America is named, and John Paul Jones, the American Revolution's 
foremost naval hero. 

The sale also featured two offbeat - and intriguing - Brenner-related items 
that might come under the heading of "memorabilia." 

One was described by the catalog as a "presentation cent." Brenner, it 
appears, acquired examples of the 1909 VDB cent made at the Philadelphia 
Mint (in much more plentiful numbers than the S-mint version) and placed 
them in cardboard holders - one to a holder - which he then signed and 
gave to friends and associates. The cardboard says simply: "Compliments 
of Victor D. Brenner." This brought $462 at the auction ($420 plus a 
10-percent buyer's fee). 

The second unusual item was a short but fascinating letter from Brenner 
to Farran Zerbe, one of the leading numismatists of the day. Evidently, 
Zerbe had written to inquire whether the motto "In God We 
Trust" would appear on the new coin - a query no doubt prompted by the 
absence of the motto on gold coins the previous year (and also on the 
Indian Head cent, the coin being replaced by the Lincoln cent). 

Brenner's letter, written in a broad scrawl, was brief and to the point: 
"My dear Mr. Zerbe, 

"In God We Trust' is to appear on the face of the Cent above the head of 
Lincoln. 
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"Very truly yours, 
"Victor D. Brenner." 

This changed hands for $275 - $250 plus the buyer's fee - at the 1988 
sale. 

Victor Brenner died in 1924 at the age of 52. He lived long enough to 
enjoy a certain measure of vindication: In 1918, his initials were restored, 
though in much smaller letters, at the base of Lincoln's shoulder on the 
obverse of the coin. 

At 89, the Lincoln cent already has lasted 37 years longer than its 
designer. But Brenner has not been - and will not be - forgotten. The cent 
he created, and his larger works, as well, have given him a measure of 
immortality. 

As long as Lincoln cents are set aside and treasured, the initials "VDB" 
will always mean something special to collectors. 


Coin Facts: Lincoln cents 1959 - to Date by: Ron Guth 
1959 was the 50th anniversary of the Lincoln Cent, high time to make 
a design change. The front of the coin was left alone, but the reverse 
was changed from the old "Wheat Ears" design to a frontal view of 
the Lincoln Memorial. As a result, Lincoln appears twice on the new 
Cent: once on the obverse and second time as a tiny figure seated in 
the center of his Memorial (remember this, as it is the answer to a 
popular numnismatic trivia question). 

This is a lengthy series, with many interesting varieties, both major 
and minor. The rarest is the 1990-S No Mintmark, created when a 
worker at the Philadelphia mint failed to add the mintmark before 
shipping the die to San Francisco. The Doubled Die Obverse of 1972, 
the Doubled Die Reverse of 1983, and the Doubled Ear of 1984 are 
all popular, desirable, and valuable varieties. Close AM and Wide 
AM varieties have been found on a number of different years: 
sometimes, these are transitional differences, other times they are the 
usage of Proof dies to strike coins for circulation. 

In 1982, the composition of the Cent was changed from bronze to 
copper-plated zinc; such pieces can be told apart easily by their 
weight. The older, bronze pieces are currently in demand because the 
value of the copper comes close to, or exceeds, the face value. 
Building a set of Memorial Cents is easy and affordable IF the 
varieties are excluded. Most dates are readily available in Gem Mint 
State or Proof condition. Thus, this series makes an excellent starter 
set for new collectors

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Silver Dollars: Picking Just the Best Two

It’s hard to attend any coin show, or look at any numismatic web site that is 
selling coins and not find offerings of Morgan and Peace dollars. These two 
series have been mainstays of the hobby for decades now, with everything 
from worn specimens that are offered at little more than the melt value of 
their silver, all the way to the gems among the rare dates and mint marks 
which cost a fortune. Since most of us don’t have a spare fortune to swap for 
a single silver dollar, let’s approach these two series as a smart, poor person 
might. Let’s see just how much we’ll have to spend to land one of each, and 
in the best shape we can. 
First, our Morgan dollar 
This is undoubtedly the more complex of the two series, with five possible 
mint marks and a span of almost three decades, with a single year tossed on 
the end. A quick look in any reference guide indicates that the 1921 issues, 
from the Main Mint in Philadelphia, as well as the branch facilities in 
Denver and San Francisco, are the most common. These might not be all 
that expensive; so let’s look back farther and see if there might be a great 
buy among the older dates. Looking not through reference guides, but 
through price guides, a person quickly comes to the realization that when a 
Morgan dollar of just about any date or mint mark is ina grade like MS-65, 
as opposed to anything higher, it’s at what we might call the jumping off 
point. For example, the 1880-S is a fairly common piece within the series, 
with an official Mint tally of 8.9 million. Certainly, if we want to just grab 
one that has some wear on it, we won’t have to spend all that much. As this 
is being written however, an MS-65 specimen costs about $130. Not dirt 
cheap, but not bad, either. Go to something like MS-65DMPL (meaning 
“deep mirror proof- like”) or even up to MS-66, and the price jumps to at 
least $700. There’s no doubt that these two higher grades are going to be 
very attractive coins. But are they worth all that extra outlay? After all, it’s 
not like an MS-65 is some sort of ugly duckling. It too will be an amazing 
looking piece. As we get into the idea of going for high end coins at low end 
prices, let’s interject a word of caution, or maybe a phrase of it: buy these 
as slabbed coins. Even for the diehard purists among us who do not want 
any plastic between them and their coins, it’s worth purchasing these in 
holders from some reputable third party grading service. It’s as good as a 
person can get when it comes to a guarantee. Plus, it ensures we do not have 
to swallow the bitter pill of buyer’s remorse, should we choose to sell later. 
With that in mind, we probably should not claim the 1880-S is the king of 
good buys among the Morgan dollars, simply because there are quite a few 
other dates and mint marks that have equally attractive prices. The 1881-S 
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is another that comes in at about the same price in MS-65. Likewise, the 
1900 and the 1901-0. Feel free to go line by line through any of the major 
price listings to see just how many more can be uncovered. 

Second, our Peace dollar 

We mentioned that the Morgan dollars of 1921 were amazingly common 
coins, but the 1922 Peace dollar beats them all. With an official mintage of 
51,737,000 coins minted, that number would not be exceeded until 1971 
and a new series of dollar coins. It makes sense then that the 1922 Peace 
dollar should serve as some sort of guide as to how much a really sharp 
looking Peace dollar might cost. And indeed, once again an example in 
MS-65 will cost about $150 — which is pretty good, all things considered. 
Like the Morgan dollars, there are a few dates within the Peace dollar 
series that will match up with the 1922 as far as cost and grade. The 
common dates in the series, such as the 1923, the 1924, and the 1925 all 
have prices hovering in the same zone. Since this series is one that we 
might claim started out with a bang, but ended with a whimper, looking 
through price listings indicates that later dates within it start to cost a lot 
more. 

One step down? 

We have just pointed out that for about $300 we can put together a duet of 
gorgeous silver dollars, and do it with MS-65 examples. But what if that is 
still more than we want to spend? We’ll leave all jokes about frugal 
collector versus cheapskate aside, and point out something that is quite 
intriguing. If we are willing to “settle” for MS-64 versions of our 
dynamic duo, we can pretty much cut our price in half. Yes, for a single 
step down in terms of grade, the price drops about 50%, for each coin. 
The reason that we mention this MS-65 or MS-64 choice is pretty much the 
same discussion as when we just mentioned a Morgan as MS-65 or 
MS-65DMPL or MS-66. It’s not as if MS-64 Morgan and Peace dollars are 
in some way ugly. They are just one step down on the ladder. And when we 
think about this difference, we have to ask ourselves if we want to keep 
these coins for the long haul, or turn them over again rather quickly. The 
MS-64s have a far lower chance of ever going up in value. But they are still 
going to be beautiful coins. 

Collecting full date and mint mark sets of Morgan and Peace dollars can be 
a challenge that really drains the wallet. But landing just one extremely 
good-looking example of each? Well, that’s a very real possibility, one that 
won’t cost a fortune. Good luck to all of us who go looking for these two 
as the best of the best.
